Using M, 3rd row — K3, * sll (dropping extra loops off 
needle), K3, rep from * to end. 

4th row — P3, * sll, P3, rep from * to end. 

5th row — K3, * sll, K3, rep from * to end. 

Rep 4th and 5th rows once, then 4th row once. 

Using C, 9th row — Knit. 

10th row — K1, * K1 (winding yarn 3 times round needle 
instead of once), K3, rep from * ending last rep, K1. 

Using M, 11th row — K1, * sll (dropping extra loops off 
needle), K3, rep from * ending last rep, K1. 

12th row — PI, * sll, P3, rep from * ending last rep, PI. 

13th row — K1, * si 1, K3, rep from * ending last rep, K1. 
Rep 12th and 13th rows once, then 12th row once. 

Last 16 rows form patt. 

Cont in patt until work measures 35 cm ... 13% ins ... from 
beg, working last row on wrong side. 

Shape armholes — Keeping patt correct, cast off 6 (8-9 
-10-11 -13) sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

Dec at each end of next and alt rows until 95 (97-101 
-103-107-109) stsrem. 

Work 69 (71-69-69-67-69) rows. 

Cast off. ( continued on next page 
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LEFT FRONT. Using 3.75 (No 9) Needles and M, cast on 
45 (49-53-57-61-65) sts. 

Using C, 1st row — Knit. ** 

2nd row — * K3, K1 (winding yarn 3 times round needle 
instead of once), rep from * to last st, K1. 

Keeping patt correct (as for Back) as placed in last 2 rows, 
inc at end of next and alt rows until there are 53 
(57-61-65-69-73) sts. 

Cont in patt until work measures same as Back to 
underarm, ending with same row. 

Shape armhole and front slope — Cast off 6 (8-9 
-10-11-13) sts at beg of next row. 

Dec at armhole edge in alt rows 6 (7-8-10-11-12) times, AT 
SAME TIME dec at front edge in foil 4th rows until 29 
(32-31-31-33-33) sts rem, then in foil 6th rows until 25 
(26-27-27-29-29) sts rem. 

Work 9 rows. 

Cast off. 

RIGHT FRONT. Work as for Left Front to **. 

Next row — K1, * K1 (winding yarn 3 times round needle 
instead of once), K3, rep from * to end. 

Complete to correspond with Left Front. 

SLEEVES. Using 3.00 (No 11) Needles and M, cast on 58 
(58-58-62-62-62) sts. 

1st row — K2, * P2, K2, rep from * to end. 

2nd row — P2, * K2, P2, rep from * to end. 

Rep 1 st and 2nd rows 7 times, inc once in centre of last 
row... 59 (59-59-63-63-63) sts. 

Change to 3.75 (No 9) Needles. 

Work in patt (as for Back), inc at each end of 5th and foil 
8th (6th-6th-6th-6th-4th) rows until there are 79 
(65-89-99-107-83) sts, then in folf 10th (8th- 
8th-8th-8th-6th) row/s until there are 91 (95- 

101-107-109-115) sts. 

Cont until side edge measures 43 cm... 17 ins... from beg, 
working last row on wrong side. 

Shape top — Keeping patt correct, cast off 3 (4-4-5-6-7) 
sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

Dec at each end of next and alt rows until 39 (39-51 
-51-51 -55) sts rem, then in every row until 21 sts rem. 

Cast off. 

BAND (make 2 pieces). Using 3.00 (No 11) Needles and M, 
cast on 290 (298-302-310-314-322) sts. 

NOTE. If this number of sts will not fit comfortably on 
needle, we suggest using a circular needle. 

Work 16 rows rib (as for Sleeve). Cast off loosely in rib. 

MAKE UP. With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press 
very lightly. Using back-stitch, join shoulder, side and 
sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves. Using a flat seam, join ends 
of bands tog. Using back-stitch, sew cast-off edge of band 
to cardigan, placing seams on band to centre back neck 
and lower centre back. Sew shoulder pads in position. 
Press seams. 


VEST. 

BACK. Using 3.00 (No 11) Needles and M, cast on 114 
(122-130-138-146-154) sts. 


Work 36 rows rib (as for Sleeve of Cardigan), inc once in 
centre of last row... 115 (123-131-139-147-155) sts. ** 
Change to 3.75 (No 9) Needles and work in patt (as for 
Back of Cardigan) until work measures 28.5 cm ... 
11 Va ins... from beg, working last row on wrong side. 
Shape armholes — Keeping patt correct, cast off 10 
(12-13-14-15-17) sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

Dec at each end of next and alt rows until 75 (77-81 
-83-87-89) sts rem. 

Work 65 (67-65-65-63-65) rows. 

Shape shoulders — Cast off 12 (13-14-14-16-16) sts at 
beg of next 2 rows. 

Cast off rem 51 (51-53-55-55-57) sts. 

FRONT. Work as for Back to **. 

Change to 3.75 (No 9) Needles. 

Work in patt as for Back until there are 36 rows less than 
Back to underarm. 

Divide for ‘V* neck — Keeping patt correct, 1st row — 
Patt 57 (61-6569-73-77), turn. 

Cont on these 57 (61-65-69-73-77) sts. 

Dec at neck edge in foil 4th rows until 49 (53-57-61-65-69) 
sts rem. 

Work 3 rows. 

Shape armhole — 1st row — Cast off 10 (12- 
13-14-15-17) sts, patt to last 2 sts, K2 tog. 

Dec at armhole edge in alt rows 10 (11-12-14-15-16) 
times, AT SAME TIME dec at neck edge in foil 4th rows 7 
(5-8-9-9-10) times, then in foil 6th rows until 12 
(13-14-14-16-16) sts rem. 

Work 3 rows. 

Cast off. 

Join yarn to rem sts, K2 tog and complete to correspond 
with other side. 

NECKBAND. Using back-stitch, join shoulder seams. With 
right side facing, using set of 3.00 (No 11) Needles and M 
and beg at left shoulder seam, knit up 101 (105- 
105-109-109-113) sts evenly along left side of neck, 101 
(105-105-109-109-113) sts evenly along right side of neck 
and 50 (50-50-54-54-54) sts across back neck ... 252 
(260-260-272-272-280) sts. 

1st round — * K2, P2, rep from * to end. 

2nd round — Rib to within one st of 2 centre sts, K2 tog, 
sll, K1, psso, rib to end. 

Rep last round 8 times. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

ARMHOLE BANDS. With right side facing, using 3.00 
(No 11) Needles and M, knit up 150 (154-158-162 
-166-170) sts evenly around armhole. 

Work 9 rows rib (as before) beg with a 2nd row. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

MAKE UP. With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press 
very lightly. Using back-stitch, join side seams. Press 
seams.

1st row — K2, * PI, K1, rep from * to last st, K1. 

2nd row — K1, * PI, K1, rep from * to end. 

Rep 1 st and 2nd rows 11 times. 

Change to 3.75 (No 9) Needles. 

1st row — K1, * y fwd, K2, si 1, K2 tog, psso, K2, y fwd, K1, 
rep from * to end. 

2nd and alt rows — Purl. 

3rd row — K1, * K1, y fwd, K1, si 1, K2 tog, psso, K1, 
y fwd, K2, rep from * to end. 

5th row — K1, * K2, y fwd, si 1, K2 tog, psso, y fwd, K3, rep 
from * to end. 


7th row — K2 tog, * K2, y fwd, K1, y fwd, K2, si 1, K2 tog, 
psso, rep from * ending last rep, si 1, K1, psso. 

9th row — K2 tog, * K1, y fwd, K3, y fwd, K1, si 1, K2 tog, 
psso, rep from * ending last rep, si 1, K1, psso. 

11th row — K2 tog, * y fwd, K5, y fwd, si 1, K2 tog, psso, 
rep from * ending last rep, si 1, K1, psso. 

12th row —Purl. 

Rows 1 to 12 incl form patt. 

Cont in patt until work measures 31 cm ... 121A ins ... from 
beg, ending with a purl row. 

Shape front slopes — Keeping patt correct, dec at each 
end of next and foil 6th rows until 185 (201-217-233) sts 
rem. 

Work 1 row. 

Divide for armholes — 1st row — Patt 39 (42-45-48), 
cast off 11 (13-15-17) sts, patt 85 (91-97-103), cast off 11 
(13-15-17) sts, patt to end. 

Cont on last 39 (42-45-48) sts for Left Front. 

Dec at armhole edge in alt rows 4 (6-8-9) times, AT SAME 
TIME dec at front edge in foil 6th rows from previous dec 
until 24 (25-25-27) sts rem. 

Work 3 (7-1-5) row/s. 

Shape shoulder — Cast off 8 (8-8-9) sts at beg of next row 
and foil alt row. 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off. 

Join yarn to next 85 (91-97-103) sts for Back. 

Dec at each end of alt rows until 77 (79-81 -85) sts rem. 
Work 59 (59-55-57) rows. 

Shape shoulders — Cast off 8 (8-8-9) sts at beg of next 4 
rows, then 8 (9-9-9) sts at beg of foil 2 rows. 

Cast off rem 29 (29-31 -31) sts. 

Join yarn to rem sts for Right Front and work to 
correspond with Left Front. 

SLEEVES. Using 3.00 (No 11) Needles, cast on 55 (55 
-57-57) sts. 

Work 23 rows rib (as before). 

24th row — Rib 14 (14-12-12), inc in each of next 26 
(26-32-32) sts, rib 15 (15-13-13)... 81 (81-89-89) sts. 
Change to 3.75 (No 9) Needles. 

Work in patt (as for Cardigan) until work measures 43 cm... 
17 ins... from beg, ending with a purl row. 

Shape top — Keeping patt correct, cast off 4 (4-5-5) sts at 
beg of next 2 rows. 

Dec at each end of next and alt rows until 35 (31-43-39) sts 
rem, then in every row until 17 sts rem. 

Cast off. 

RIGHT FRONT BAND AND LAPEL. Using 3.00 (No 11) 
Needles, cast on 13 sts. 

1st row — K2, (PI, K1) 5 times, K1. 

2nd row — K1, (PI, K1) 6 times. 

Rep 1 st and 2nd rows once. (continued on next page 
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* * 5th row — Rib 5, cast off 3 sts, rib 5. 

6th row — Rib 5, cast on 3 sts, rib 5. 

Work 20 rows rib. ** 

Rep from ** to ** 4 times, then 5th and 6th rows 
once... 6 buttonholes. 

Work 2 rows rib. 

Shape lapel — Keeping rib correct, inc at end of next and 
alt rows until there are 37 sts. 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off in rib. 

LEFT FRONT BAND AND LAPEL. Work to correspond 
with Right Front Band and Lapel omitting buttonholes. 

COLLAR. Using 3.00 (No 11) Needles, cast on 197 
(197-205-205) sts. 

Work 32 rows rib (as before). 

Next row — Rib 25, * y bk, si 1, K2 tog, psso, rib 5, rep 
from * to last 20 sts, rib 20... 159(159-165-165) sts. 

Cast off 10 sts at beg of next 10 rows. 

Cast off rem sts in rib. 

MAKE UP. With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press 
very lightly. Using back-stitch, join shoulder and sleeve 
seams. Sew in sleeves. Sew on front bands, using a flat 
seam for lapels. Using a flat seam, sew collar in position, 
catching lapels to collar (as illustrated) and leaving 3 cm... 
1 Va ins... free. Sew on buttons. Press seams. 


VEST (Worked in one piece to underarm). Using 3.00 
(No 11) Needles, cast on 185 (201-217-233) sts. 

NOTE — If this number of sts will not fit comfortably on 
needle, we suggest using a circular needle. 

Work 24 rows rib (as for Cardigan). 

Change to 3.75 (No 9) Needles. 

Work in patt (as for Cardigan) until work measures 25 cm 
... 9% ins... from beg, ending with a purl row. 

Shape front slopes — Keeping patt correct, dec at each 
end of next and foil 4th rows until 175 (191-207-223) sts 
rem. 


Work 3 rows. 

Divide for armholes — 1st row — Work 2 tog, patt 28 
(31-34-37), cast off 19 (21-23-25) sts, patt 77 (83-89-95), 
cast off 19 (21-23-25) sts, patt to last 2 sts, work 2 tog. 

Cont on last 29 (32-35-38) sts for Left Front. 

Dec at armhole edge in alt rows 8 (9-11-13) times, AT 
SAME TIME dec at front edge in 4th and foil 6th rows until 
8 (10-10-11) sts rem. 

Work 3 (7-1-5) row/s. 

Shape shoulder — Cast off 4 (5-5-6) sts at beg of next 
row. 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off. 

Join yarn to next 77 (83-89-95) sts for Back. 

Dec at each end of alt rows until 61 (65-67-69) sts rem. 
Work 63 (65-61 -61) rows. 

Shape shoulders — Cast off 4 (5-5-6) sts at beg of next 2 
rows, then 4 (5-5-5) sts at beg of foil 2 rows. 

Cast off rem 45 (45-47-47) sts. 

Join yarn to rem sts for Right Front and work to 
correspond with Left Front. 

ARMHOLE BANDS. With right side facing, using 3.00 
(No 11) Needles, knit up 147 (157-167-177) sts evenly 
around armhole edge. 

Work 11 rows rib (as before), beg with a 2nd row. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

FRONT BAND. Using back-stitch, join shoulder seams. 
Using 3.00 (No 11) Needles, cast on 13 sts. 

1st row — K2, (PI, K1) 5 times, K1. 

2nd row — K1, (PI, K1) 6 times. 

Rep 1 st and 2nd rows until band is length required to fit 
(slightly stretched) along fronts and across back neck. 

Cast off in rib. 

MAKE UP. With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press 
very lightly. Using back-stitch sew front band in position. 
Press seams. 


HELPFUL HINTS — SHAPING IN LACY PATTERNS 

It is most important to become familiar with the appearance of the pattern, so that you can decide on the best 
way to do your shaping. 

Always look a little way into your row before shaping — e.g. If your row would normally begin with "K 1, y fwd, 
K 2 tog” and you wish to decrease at the beginning of the row, it would be best to just omit the ”y fwd” — this 
would decrease a stitch but still keep the line of the pattern following up. Similarly, if your row would normally 
begin with “K 1, K 2 tog, y fwd”, it would be best to work “K 3 tog, y fwd”. 

If you have decreased any number of stitches, and you are not sure how to begin and end your rows, remember 
— do not work a “y fwd” if you have no room in the pattern to ”K 2 tog” or “si 1, K 1, psso” to compensate for it 
(and vice versa). 

A piece of graph paper can be helpful in “mapping out” shapings in pattern — draw your pattern out using 
suitable symbols for “y fwds” and “K 2 togs”, then mark along the lines where your decreasing (or increasing) 
should be worked. 

If you are still in doubt, it is a good idea to count the number of stitches on your needle after working each 
pattern row. 


Avoid colour mis-match 

Buy up first rather than match up later. It’s important you buy enough yarn in the first place to complete your garment. With 
any brand, shade variations can occur between dyelots. It’s also a good idea to keep all the ball bands, to help us help you if 
you have an enquiry.

Dec at each end of next and alt rows until 67 (69-71 -73-75) 
stsrem. ** 

Work 39 (39-37-37-35) rows. 

Shape shoulders — Cast off 10 sts at beg of next 2 rows, 
then 9 (9-10-10-11) sts at beg of foil 2 rows.

24th row — Rib 3 (3-3-4-4), (inc in next st, rib 1) 8 (8-8-5-5) 
times, (inc in next st) 10 (10-10-22-22) times, (rib 1, inc in 
next st) 8 (8-8-5-5) times, rib 2 (2-2-3-3J ...

Using M, 1st row — K1, * “Tw”, K3, rep from * ending last 
rep K1. 

2nd row — K1, * P2, K3, rep from * ending last rep, K1. 
Using C, 3rd row — K1, * si 2, K3, rep from * ending last 
rep, K1. 
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4th row — K1, * y ft, si 2, y bk, K3, rep from * ending last 
rep, K1. 

Last 4 rows form patt. 

Work 38 more rows patt. 

Place pockets — 1st row — Patt 11, * with right side 
facing, patt across 32 sts from stitch-holder, slip next 32 
sts on to stitch-holder and leave *, patt to last 43 sts, rep 
from * to * once, patt to end. 

Cont in patt until work measures 27.5 cm ... 10% ins ... 
from beg, working last row on wrong side. 

Divide for armholes — Keeping patt correct, 1st row — 
Patt 49 (53-57-61), cast off 21 (23-25-27)sts, patt 99 
(107-115-123), cast off 21 (23-25-27) sts, patt to end. 

Cont on last 49 (53-57-61) sts for Left Front. 

Dec at armhole edge in alt rows 10 (12-13-14) times, AT 
SAME TIME dec at front edge in 2nd and foil 4th rows until 
16 (21-21-23) sts rem, then in foil 6th rows until 14 
(16-17-19) sts rem. 

Work 3 rows. 

Shape shoulder — Cast off 5 (5-6-6) sts at beg of next row 
and foil alt row. 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off. 

Join yarn to next 99 (107-115-123) sts for Back. 

Dec at each end of alt rows until 79 (83-89-95) sts rem. 
Work 85 (87-91-93) rows. 

Shape shoulders — Cast off 5 (5-6-6) sts at beg of next 4 
rows, then 4 (6-5-7) sts at beg of foil 2 rows. 

Cast off rem 51 (51-55-57) sts. 

Join yarn to rem sts for Right Front and work to 
correspond with Left Front. 

ARMHOLE BANDS. With right side facing, using 3.00 
(No 11) Needles and M, knit up 149 (157-169-177) sts 
evenly around armhole edge. 

Work 9 rows rib (as before), beg with a 2nd row. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

FRONT BAND. Using back-stitch, join shoulder seams. 
Using 3.00 (No 11) Needles and M, cast on 11 sts. 

1st row — K2, (PI, K1) 4 times, K1. 

2nd row — K1, (PI, K1) 5 times. 

Rep 1 st and 2nd rows once. 

* * 5th row — Rib 4, cast off 3 sts, rib 4. 

6th row — Rib 4, cast on 3 sts, rib 4. 

Work 22 rows rib. ** 

Rep from ** to ** 3 times, then 5th and 6th rows 
once... 5 buttonholes. 

Cont without further buttonholes until band is length 
required to fit (slightly stretched) along fronts and across 
back neck. 

Cast off in rib. 

POCKET TOPS. Slip sts from stitch-holder on to a 3.00 
(No 11) Needle so that right side of work will be facing 
when working first now. 






Using M, work 10 rows rib (as before), inc once in 1st row 
...33sts. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 


MAKE UP. DO NOT PRESS. Using back-stitch, sew front 
band in position. Slip st pocket linings and pocket tops in 
position. Sew on buttons.

FIRST — Check your tension 

BACK. Using 3.00 (No 11) Needles and M, cast on 110 
(114-122-130-134-142) sts. 

1st row — K2, * P2, K2, rep from * to end. 

2nd row — P2, * K2, P2, rep from * to end. 

Rep 1 st and 2nd rows 15 times, B and E only — inc twice 
in last row... 110 (116-122-130-136-142) sts. 

Change to 3.75 (No 9) Needles. 

NOTE — Always slip sts purlways in patt, keeping yarn on 
wrong side and dropping extra loops where necessary. 
Using M, 1st row — K2 (5-8-12-15-18), * (K1 wrapping 
yarn 3 times around needle, K5) twice, K1 wrapping yarn 3 
times around needle *, K15, rep from * to * once **, K24, 
rep from * to ** once, K2 (5-8-12-15-18). 

2nd row — P2 (5-8-12-15-18), * (si 1, P5) twice, si 1, PI 5, 
(si 1, P5) twice, si 1 *, P24, rep from * to * once, P2 
(5-8-12-15-18). 


3rd row — K2 (5-8-12-15-18), * (si 1, K5) twice, si 1, K15, 
(si 1, K5) twice, si 1 *, K24, rep from * to * once, K2 
(5-8-12-15-18). 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows once. 

6th row — P2 (5-8-12-15-18), * (PI wrapping yarn 3 times 
around needle, P5) twice, PI wrapping yarn 3 times around 
needle *, PI 5, rep from * to * once **, P24, rep from * to ** 
once, P2 (5-8-12-15-18). 

Using Cl, rep 3rd row once, 2nd and 3rd rows once, then 
2nd row once. 

Using M, 11th row — As 1 st row. 

Using C2, rep 2nd and 3rd rows twice. 

Using M, 16th row — As 6th row. 

Using Cl, rep 3rd row once, 2nd and 3rd rows once, then 
2nd row once. 

Rep rows 1 to 20 incl once, using C3 in place of Cl. 

Last 40 rows form patt. 

Cont in patt until work measures 33 cm ... 13 ins ... from 
beg, ending with a purl row. 

Shape armholes — Keeping patt correct, cast off 6 
(6-7-9-9-10) sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

Dec at each end of next and alt rows until 86 
(90-92-94-98-100) sts rem. 

Work 65 (65-63-65-63-65) rows. 

Shape shoulders — Cast off 9 (10-10-10-11-11) sts at 
beg of next 4 rows, then 9 (9-10-10-10-10) sts at beg of foil 
2 rows. 

Cast off. 

LEFT FRONT. Using 3.00 (No 11) Needles and M, cast on 
54 (58-58-62-66-70) sts. 

Work 32 rows rib as for Back, inc 1 (0-3-3-2-1) st/s in last 
row... 55 (58-61-65-68-71) sts. 

Change to 3.75 (No 9) Needles **. 

Using M, 1st row — K2 (5-8-12-15-18), * (K1 wrapping 
yarn 3 times around needle, K5) twice, K1 wrapping yarn 3 
times around needle *, K15, rep from * to * once, K12. 

Cont in patt as for Back as placed in last row until work 
measures same as Back to underarm, ending with same 
row. 

Shape armhole and front slope — Keeping patt correct, 
cast off 6 (6-7-9-9-10) sts at beg of next row. 

Dec at armhole edge in alt rows 6 (7-8-9-10-11) times, AT 
SAME TIME dec at front edge in 2nd and foil 4th rows 11 
(10-10-12-12-12) times in all, then in foil 6th rows 5 
(6-6-5-5-6) times... 27 (29-30-30-32-32) sts. 

Work 5 (5-5-7-7-5) rows. 

Shape shoulder — Cast off 9 (10-10-10-11-11) sts at beg 
of next row and foil alt row. 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off. (con tinued on next page 
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RIGHT FRONT. Work as for Left Front to **. 

Next row — K12, * (K1 wrapping yarn 3 times around 
needle, K5) twice, K1 wrapping yarn 3 times around needle *, 
K15, rep from * to * once, K2 (5-8-12-15-18). 

Cont in patt as for Back as placed in last row and 
complete to correspond with Left Front. 

SLEEVES. Using 3.00 (No. 11) Needles and M, cast on 54 
(54-54-58-58-58) sts. 

Work 23 rows rib as for Back. 

Next row — Rib 4 (4-4-6-6-6), (“Ml ”, rib 3) 16 times, rib to 
end... 70 (70-70-74-74-74) sts. 

Change to 3.75 (No 9) Needles. 

Work 4 rows stocking st. 

5th row — K2, “Ml”, knit to last 2 sts, “Ml”, K2. 

Inc (as before) in foil 16th (14th-8th-8th-8th-6th) row/s 
until there are 84 (86-74-88-100-92) sts, C, D and F only 
— then in foil (10th-10th-8th) rows until there are 
(92-98-104) sts. 

Cont until side edge measures 43 cm... 17 ins... from beg, 
ending with a purl row. 

Shape top — Cast off 3 (3-4-4-4-5) sts at beg of next 2 
rows. 

Dec at each end of next and alt rows until 26 (26-34 
-38-46-42) sts rem, then in every row until 16 sts rem. 

Cast off. 

RIGHT FRONT BAND AND COLLAR. Using 3.00 (No 11) 
Needles and M, cast on 242 (246-250-254-258-262) sts. 


Work 4 rows rib as for Back. 

5th row — Rib to last 126 sts, (cast off 2 sts, rib 28) 4 
times, cast off 2 sts, rib 4. 

6th row — Rib 4, (cast on 2 sts, rib 28) 4 times, cast on 
2 sts, rib to end. 

Work 5 rows rib. 

Next row — Cast off 132 sts, rib to end ... 110 (114-118 
-122-126-130) sts. 

Cast off 4 sts at beg of alt rows 20 times. 

Next row — * Work 2 tog, rep from * to end ... 15 (17-19 
-21-23-25) sts. 

Cast off 2 sts at beg of next and alt rows 3 times in all. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

LEFT FRONT BAND AND COLLAR. Work to correspond 
with Right Front Band and Collar, omitting buttonholes. 

ARMHOLE BANDS. Using back-stitch, join shoulder 
seams. With right side facing, using 3.00 (No 11) Needles 
and M, knit up 130 (130-134-134-138-138) sts evenly 
along armhole edge. 

Work 11 rows rib as for Back, beg with a 2nd row. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

MAKE UP. With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, 
press lightly. Using back-stitch, join side and sleeve 
seams. Slip stitch sleeves in position to base of armhole 
band where sts where knitted up. Sew on front bands and 
collar joining at centre back. Sew on buttons. Press 
seams. 


Variations in specified yarn quantities for garments. 

Knitters occasionally comment that the quantity of yarn recommended for a garment varies from the amount 
they actually use. One major reason for this is that no two people knit or crochet in exactly the same way. 
When we specify a quantity of yarn for a particular garment, we are stating a figure that is the end result of 
having each individual design made by as many as six different knitters. 

The average quantity determined by this check knitting is regarded as the most satisfactory figure for that 
particular garment, knitted at the correct tension* to the measurements specified and in the actual yarn 
recommended. Naturally, if you decide to change the body or sleeve length you must allow for an 
adjustment to the quantity of yarn. 

* Correct tension —see tension instructions for your garment. 


Abbreviations (Knitting) 

K = Knit; P = Purl; si = slip; psso = pass slipped stitch(es) over; tbl = through back of loops; y bk = yarn back — take 
yarn under needle from purling position into knitting position; y ft = yarn front — bring yarn under needle from knitting 
position into purling position; y fwd = yarn forward — bring yarn under needle, then over into knitting position again, thus 
making a stitch; yon = yarn over needle — take yarn over top of needle into knitting position, thus making a stitch; yrn = 
yarn round needle — take yarn right around needle into purling position, thus making a stitch; “M1 ” = Make 1 — pick up loop 
which lies before next stitch, place on left-hand needle and knit (or purl) into back of loop; alt = alternate; beg = begin or 
beginning; cont = continue; dec = decreases of decreasing; foil = following or follows; inc = increase, increases or 
increasing; incl = inclusive or including; 0 = no stitches, rows or times; patt = pattern; rem = remain, remains or 
remaining; rep = repeat; st, sts = stitch, stitches; tog = together; cm = centimetre/s; ins = inches; Garter st = every 
row knit; Stocking st = 1 row knit, 1 row purl; Purl fabric = 1 row, purl, 1 row knit (purl side is right side). 

The first row is always the right side of the work unless otherwise stated. 

When instructions read — “Cast off 2 sts, K2” (or similar stitches), the stitch left on the right-hand needle, after casting off, is 
counted as one stitch.
